Captain Dam run was (>2 years 
old at the time of his death. He 
was a native of Point. Pleasant, W, 
Va., and when quite a yoong man 
moved with his ijarenfs to Qalli- 
polis, Ohio, where he resided until 
1852 whan ha located in Smith- 
land, Ky. 

At Hmithland Captain Damron 
learned to be a pilot. He was in 
the hand^ of Captain Marine Dan- 
iel, one of the old-tima ataamboat 
men of Itis city. 

Thiriy^iz yaara ago Captain 
Damnm came to this city and se- 
cured a position on the steamer, 
8upeiter, aa pilot. 

The next boat on which Cap- 
tain Damron seonred a berth was 
on the Qois^ (Map. After aerving 
as master of the craft for several 
years hia was employed by the 
Evousville and Paducah Mail Lina 
Ceaajpany and gflvaa charge of the 
steamer Joe Fowler. This was 
twelve years ago, and until he waa 
taken sick Capton Dattrota neyar 
mlased a trip. As captain of the 
Fowler he made nearly 1,900 
trips.— Evanaville Courier.
